But for fear of hnrt- 
ing someone else, he decided to hold 
the house at the point of his gun 
while speaking. 

House Members Scatter. 

Had Kemmerer’ succeeded, not 
many members would have been there 
to hear him, because just a few min- 
utes after a page boy first shouted 
“Look out for the man with the gun” 
a majority had deserted the floor for 
the more protected cloakrvoms.

Patient received 
enough opium to slow the respiration 
rate down to six or eight breaths a 
minute (in health the average is 18). 
In other words the inflamed organs 
or surfaces were kept as nearly at 
REST as is consistent with safety. 
Now here is an instance of cruel 
and inhuman treatment prescribed by 
a doctor in order to insure REST for 
the inflamed organ.
